was & quarrel about taxes. There's 
alwiys a question about taxes -- shall 
we pay tribute to Caesar? It was a 
question to trap Jesus. But behind it 
was another question, a bigger 
question that hasn’i been settled yet. 
Their big question was how to 
survive as a religious people under a 
government alien to their faith. How 
could they obey and serve their God 
when at every turn the Romans ruled 
and overruled all the practical affairs 
of life? Who was the Almighty - God 
or Caesar? They were up against 
that question, like millions of people 
in all ages before and since. Where 
does God stop being God and Caesar 
take over? Taxes, for example. Shall 
we pay taxes to Caesar? Show me a 
coin, he said. Whose image is on it? 
Caesar's. Then give it to him and let 
him have it. ‘Render therefore unto 
Caesar the things which are 
Caesar's, and unto God the things 
that are God’s."’ (Mt. 22:21). 

It was a good answer and put into 
such an unforgettable way that the 
world has been quoting it ever since. 
As a basic principle it cannot be 
improved, but its interpretation and 
application keep recurring and has to 
be thought out afresh in every age 
and society. What is the relationship 
between church and state? What 
about this issue of religion and 
politics? Where does the line run 
between what belongs to Caesar and 
what belongs to God? It is a timely 
question, very much on our mind! 
now with so much having been sai! 
and misunderstood about religie 
and politics in these days. 

There are two extreme vie’S 
regarding religion and politis. 
There's the ‘‘hands off - religion nd 
politics don’t mix’’ view. Somg in 
this group say that politics is dirt, or 
that when one becomes a Chritian 
he gives up all political rightsand 
responsibilities. This foup 
espouses neutrality; but wht is 
neutrality but an acceptance»f the 
status quo? 

The other extreme is the’ ‘theo- 
cratic’’ view which would emrce on 
the total populace the religus and 
moral standards of thosein office 
which would be, in effect' ‘believe 
like we do, or else.’’ ‘lere’s no 
religious freedom in that! 

Nevertheless, pofics and 
religion inevitably intefect in the 
U.S. at many points. Fligion was 
deeply involved in thi beginnings 
and early history of thj nation. The 
remarkable docummts which 
established this natiowive evidence 
of the founding fathey’ faith. At the 
time, they refusedto set up a 
theocracy but insist¢ On separation 
of church and state Both the nature 
of the Christian fith and of the 
American politicalystem call us to 
responsible. cizenship. The 
Christian faith irolves us as wit- 
nesses to our prid of the love, 
justice and redeiption of our Lord. 
It is at this poig that Christians in 
every age andin every kind of 
political setting have agonized over 
decisions of loalty. The Christians 
under the Rman emperors often 
chose death ather than deny their 
faith. Unger Hitler, Dietrich

Christian in th political order is 
never easy. Stange bedfellows - 
religion and polics. Senator Lowell 
Wiecker of Conecticut has said that 
mixing religiorand politics is likey 
putting nitrogscerin in a Waring 
blender. levertheless, Dag 
Hammarshkjol, former Secretary 
General of theU.N., affirmed for all 
Christians, ‘f our era the road to 
holiness necésarily passes through 
the world ofiction.”’ 


There g¢ several relationships 
possible etween religion and 
politics, chrch and state: 

The Qurch Superseding 
State 

It’s nodifficult to trace that. We 
had it fo a thousand years - the 
church abve the state. When the 
shaky Rman Empire finally col- 
lapsed uder the shattering blows of 
the Barbrians, there was no law or 
leadersip in Rome. The Christian 
church toved into the vacuum. The 
only istitution with any moral 
strengt was the church, The church 
inheritd the crown, the power of 
Rome.The church became the state. 

Th pope ruled with the strong 
hand ff the Caesars.He was Ponti- 
fex Maximus, successor of Caesar. 
King were made or unmade by his 
decre. Wars were fought, many 


the 
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with the active support of the papal 
legions. The pope had the army and 
the authority. All that was left of the 
cld Holy Roman Empire took refuge 
in the Holy Roman Church - its 
pattern of government, its process of 
law, its power of control. And for at 
east a thousand years Rome con- 
anued to be the center, the capitol of 
the world. 

Then came a day when the 
Church of Rome was weakened by 
corruption, by voices from within 

alling for reformation and change. 
t is not good for the church to be a 
state. It is not good for the church to 
move out of the realm of persuasion 
into the realm of coercion. The 
church was meant to serve the world, 
not to control it. 

This unhealthy relationship 
should be remembered when we 
struggle with the relationship 
between religion and politics. The 
church should have the right and 
freedom to speak to issues before us, 
but never the right to supersede. 


The Church Supported by the 
Sate 

There came a day when the 
church of Rome was weakened, and 
in that process a new pattern of 
church-state relationship gradually 
emerged -- the church supported by 
the state. Again, it is easy to see 
how it happened. In the Reformation 
the church, the one church, became 
the churches. Long before the 
Reformation the old system of feud- 
alism had been breaking up and 
giving way to a powerful new social 
force, the rise of nationalism. Little 
units, under lords and nobles, came 
together in large units under 
emperors and kings with rivalry 
between them keen. In fact the 
Reformation itself was as much a 
revolt of Germany against Italy as it 
was a revolt of the people against the 
Roman church. Nation-states came 
into being. The division was secular 
as well as spiritual, and religion 
became a matter of geography. 
Every country had its own church; 
every nation had its own established 
religion. In England it was 
Anglican, the Church of England; in 
Scotland, the Church of Scotland; in 
Germany the influence of Luther, 
Calvin and others deeply marked the 
church. But in each instance the 
church was supported by the state. 

Is this what we want in America? 
The church supported by the state? 
When we struggle with religion and 
politics, there are those who, maybe 
not in theory, but in practice, would 
subtly move us ever closer in that 
direction. 


The Church Supplanted by the State 

But now we move to a real 
dilemma - the church supplanted by 
the state. Dostoevski, the powerful 
Russian, had no great love for the 
Roman Church. He criticized it 
boldly; but living more than a 
hundred years ago and seeing the 
storm clouds of atheism blowing up 
in Russia, he made one of his 
characters say that the worst fate of 
the world was not in the past when 
the church became a state but was 
yet to come when the state would 
become a church. What does the 
Christian do when the state itself 
becomes God, takes over the con- 
science of men, the loyalties once 
reserved for religion alone, and 
demands of people their first and 
total allegiance? How does he 
render to Caesar what belongs to 
Caesar and to God what belongs to 
God when the powerful state 
assumes the role of both? 
+ How far should the Christian 
bend to the state if the state begins 
to supplant the church? That's no 
easy question to be answered off the 
top of the head. It is interesting tthat 
some of the world’s best people have 
been in jail because they had trouble 
with the state supplanting the 
church. People like Joseph, Daniel, 
Jeremiah, Paul, the apostles at one 
time or another -- John Bunyan, 
Mahatma Gandhi, etc. Did you 
realize that 40 percent of the New 
Testament was written in jail directly 
or indirectly due to this principle of 
church and state? The early 
Christians had to face this problem. 
For a while they followed the 
admonition of Paul: ‘‘Be subject to 
the higher powers.’’ But there came 
a time when they couldn't do it, 
when the Roman rulers demanded 
that they put incense on Caesar's 
altar, which was virtually idolatry, 
putting the state above God - - they 
couldn't doit. They said, ‘‘We must 
obey God rather than man.’’ They 
paid with their lives. 

With so much hoopla about 
religion and politics these days, one 


politician is disturbed by what he 
sees as a portrayal of the GOP as 
“God's Own Party’. That's a 
legitimate fear. How many times 
have you heard someone say in 
reference to our country, ‘‘God is on 
our side’’, or ‘‘We are a Christian 
nation’’. God is on our side because 
He loves us, but the question is **Are 
we on God's side?”’ We deceive 
ourselves when we pretend to be a 
Christian nation. Christians must be 
realists and reality says that we have 
confused nationalism and patriotism 
with religion in this country. Be 
careful that you worship not the 
state, for that’s not what Jesus 
would do; that’s the wrong relation- 
ship between religion and politics. 
The cross and the flag stand 
together, but they’re not the same. 


The Church Separated from the State 

The final solution is relatively 
recent. It is a departure from all that 
went before - the church separated 
from the state. 

This is a good system and 
Baptists have traditionally been 
champions of the cause. In the 
wisdom of those men whose 
experience in the old world had 
taught them much, and under the 
guidance, we believe, of a higher 
Spirit, it was written down: 
“Congress shall make no law re- 
specting an establishment of religion 
or prohibiting the free exercise 
thereof."’ Many people wish the 
writers had enlarged ont hat; that 
they had not been so economical with 
words, that they had gone further in 
the expression of their intent. But 
this much is clear: here there can be 
no officially recognized state church 
such as our forefathers knew in 
Europe; no established church, no 
established religion. This is the 
clear intent of the First Amendment, 
to keep the churches free from the 
control of any state, and to keep the 
state free from the control of any 
church. It’s a good law and that’s 
why we should become disturbed 
when some some so subtly try to 
break it down - from either extreme. 
We want no church superseding the 
state or supported by the state or 
supplanted by the state. We want 
the church as an institution sepa- 
rated from the state. 

But here is the problem - the 
tension. Just what are we trying to 
separate? Is it the church from state, 
or is it religion from life? There's a 
difference. What are we trying to

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separate? Are we, whose roots run 
deep into religious fath, whose 
democracy was shaped in large 
measure by it, to be cut off from it 
and become a completely secularized 
state in which even the Name of God 
is legally excluded? Is this a 
premature judgment, a misapplica- 
tion of the principle? Are our 
children and their children to be 
taught. at least by inference, that 
God is not important? How con- 
fusing it must be to them to be 
taught on Sunday that God is 
all-important and on Monday at 
school and in the affairs of state that 
He is of no importance at all. 

Surely the separation of church 
and state does not mean the isolation 
of church and state. Surely if an 
agnostic alien living in this country, 
protected by the umbrella of the 
Constitution and the Bill of Rights 
can take prayer to court, we as 
Christians and responsible citizens 
have just as much right to make our 
religions convictions and influence 
known in the political arena as well 
as the sanctuary without being called 
right wing fanatics or religious 
extremists. The Court has never 
said that religious values cannot 
impact public policy. Besides, we 
must obey God rather than man. 

There's an open end to this 
question of church and state, religion 
and politics. It's a bit of unfinished 
business that some day must get a 
better answer. We can’t leave it to 
the lawyers -- it’s a task for all of us.

Coffee County 
Support Program 


Successful 


Mrs. Glenda Frazier, Supervisor 
of the Child Support Program in 
Coffee County says that the child 
support program in Coffee County 
has been successful since its 
inception in 1975 due to the 
combined cooperation of the Coffee 
County Department of Pensions and 
Security, the District Attorney's 
Office, the Circiut Clerks Office, 
District Judge Gary McAliley and 
the Sheriff's Office. Coffee County is 
presently number three in the State 
in the total amount of monies 
collected for child support. This 
money offsets the monies paid out in 
Aid to Dependent Children grants. 
The state also now is able, in some 
instances, to collect monies from 
some absent parents through a tax- 
offset program. This means that in 
some cases, the absent parents’ 
federal tax refund is collected by the 
state for child support purposes. The 
amount collected from the absent 
parent is applied toward the amount 
the absent parent owes the state for 
child support payments which are in 
arrears. Mrs. Frazier reported that 
Coffee County has collected 
$29,000.00 through the tax offset 
program for fiscal year 1983-84.

Unemployment 


Rate Declines 


Alabama’s unemployment rate 
declined for the second consecutive 
month, according to Bill Heatherly, 
director of the Alabama Department 
of Industrial Relations. September's 
rate measured 10.9 percent, down 
from 11.0 percent in August, and 
more than a full percentage point 
below the 12,0 percent rate recorded 
a year ago. The current rate 
translates to 195,700 unemployed, 
compared to 196,800 in August and 
210,900 a year ago. 

Wage and Salary employment 
declined 5,800 over the month, due 
to the termination of summer 
employment programs for dis- 
advantaged youth. Heatherly 
pointed out that students leaving the 
labor force to return to school would 
not be reflected in the state’s 
unemployment figures. The largest 
employment gain resulted from the 
reopening of schools for the fall 
term, and the resulting return to 
work of school support personnel, In 
the manufacturing division, many 
industry groups reported declines, 
the largest of which was 3,000 in 
apparel. The only two major factory 
industry groups to realize over the 
month gains were the electrical and 
electronic equipment and transporta- 
tion equipment groups. 

The comparable national rate 
measured 7.1 percent, down from 
7.3 percent in August, and well 
below the 8.8 percent rate recorded 
in September, 1983, 

Heatherly said he expected 
October's rate to stabilize, as hiring 
for the holiday season is not likely to 
exhibit a noticeable influence on the 
economy for at least another month.

The 1984 Elba Tigers etched themselves a place in the history books 
Friday night when they defeated Daleville 34-6 to end the season with a 9-0 
record. The undefeated season was Elba’s first since 1955, and will put the 
°84 team in the books beside all the great Elba teams of the past. 
Congratulations to the players and coaches! 


History will be made again this Friday night when for the first time ever 
Elba will host a state playoff game involving the Tigers. Elba has never won 
a playoff gamie (losing twice to Eufaula), has never hosted a playoff game and 
has never been where it is now. If the Tigers can keep it up, 1984 will live on 
forever for Elba High football! fans. 


The rain last Friday night reminded a lot of people of last season’s final 
regular season game with Geneva, a game which Elba lost; however, it was 
obvious from the start of the game that the Tigers weren't about to let an 
upset happen again. The offense took charge and ran at will as it rolled up 
over 400 yards on the ground. Michae’ Scott rushed for 213 yards and four 
touchdowns, upping his season totals to 1,412 yards and 13 touchdowns; 
while Richard McKinnon added 97 yards on only 11 carries. The line blew 
Daleville off the line of scrimmage and the backs ran hard -- and the results 
were obvious! The Tiger defense returned to its mid-season form and totally 
shut down a supposedly dangerous Daleville attack. The defense was 
aggressive, hit hard and dominated in all aspects!

The Rebels had 
ag up-and-down season and finished at 4-6; however, they defeated both 
Kinston and New Brockton to claim bragging rights for a year. 

New Brockton’s loss to Zion Chapel left the Gamecocks at 5-5 and was a 
disappointing end to a disappointing season. The Gamecocks were young 
and played a tough schedule, and you know they'll be looking ahead to '85. 

Kinston dropped its finale to Brantley, but finished the season at 6-4 and 
took a giant step toward becoming a good football team. In the past I thought 
they should drop football at Kinston; however, Coach Ronnie Cottrell has 
turned the program around and I think the Bulldogs could soon become a 
solid 1A contender.

The Elba Tigers will continue 
their quest for the state Class 4A 
football championship Friday night 
wh n they host the Abbeville Yellow- 
jackets in the opening round of the 
playoffs. 

Elba, the Area 3 champion, will 
carry a 9-0 record into the game, 
while Abbeville, the Area 4 runner- 
up, will enter the game with a 4-6 
slate. 

“Abbeville has got a good foot- 
ball team,"’ stated Elba’s Coach 
Mack Wood, ‘‘and last week's 32-0 
loss to Ashford was no indication of 
how well it can play. It lost a couple 
of fumbles early in the game and just 
never got going. On offense 
Abbeville will use a Pro I set and 
spread you out all over the field. 
They like to run the veer option, they 
like to pass and they can put points 
on the board in a hurry. Over on 
defense, they run a straight 50, are 
very basic and are extremely quick.” 

“If we hope to win,’’ said Wood, 
‘“‘we'll have to play well on both 
offense and defense and be very 
sound, On offense we will have to 
have a balanced attack, pick up their 
stunts and be ready for everything. 
On defense we'll have to be real 
sound, play extremely well on pass 
defense and contain their quarter- 
back. Abbeville has made it to the 
playoffs and we know they'll have 
enough pride to play hard.
